Breaking his silence for the first time 
since the announcement of His en- 
forced resignation yesterday, Alex- 
ander Meiklejohn, president since 1912, 
at the alumni luncheon today charged 
the trustees with failure to support the 
ideals they set out with and chal- 
lenged the soundness of the entife fab- 
ric of American college education.

Tonight two faculty members an- 
nounced their resignations, and other 
instructors declined to deny that they 
might also leave. 


Reason for Resignation.

“In a couple of years I was iere.

“Now I am stopping, not becau<e 
the venture is bad, in my own opinion, 
but because the trustees and faulty 
are not able or willing to support me 
in it amy longer—and I.think they 
ought to—I must speak frankly: 

“TI think they are making, edi:a 
tionally, a very bad mistake. I think 
they ought to stand by the vent ve 
as they promised to stand ten years 
ago. But I also think that is a differ- 
ence of opinion, and since they think 
it is better that I should not stay I 
am willing to go and do something else.

Sought to Follow New York Lead.

Law to Get It. 


LChieage Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

LONDON, June 20.—[Tribune Ra- 
dio. I The White Star liner Olympie, 
which sailed today from Southamptdn, 
is about to attempt a novel method of 
beating the United States prohibition 
| ruling. In its bar it carries a stock of 
liquor for the out trip and any left 
over from this stock will be thrown 
overboard before it arrives in New 
York. 

In the hold, under. quadruplicate 
British customs seal, it has a stock for 
the trip home, which. will not be 
opened until it is well outside the three 
mile limit. 

Say U. S. Can't Touch it. 

It is argued that this liquor tech- 
nically is in a British bonded ware- 
house, and therefore not able to the 
laws of the United States so long as 
the seals are not broken in a United 
States port. 

Government officials and steamship 
men here are puzzied about the inter- 
pretation of the latest treasury ruling, 
which allows medicinal liquor to be 
carried. They do not know if a doc- 
tor’s certificate that the liquor was 
necessary for dietary purposes would 
cover a supply of beverages on the 
way home. 


U. S. OFFICIALS PUZZLED. 
Washington, D. C., June 20.—Actual 
entry into American territorial waters 
of foreign ships with sealed stores of 
beverage liquor aboard probably will 
be awaited by the United States gov- 
ernment before announcement is made 
as to any course of action on its part. 
The new snarl, developed in the 
ship liquor tangle by the apparent de- 
termination of some French and Brit- 
‘ish ship owners for a test of strength, 
puzzles treasury officials.

ADMITS HE LIED 


Chicago, He Says. 

Admissions by Benjamin H. Rouw, 
a traveling man, that his ‘story of 
being an eye-witness to the death and 
burial of Leighton Mount under the 
Lake street pier in Evanston two 
years ago was “ purely imaginary and 
untrue” yesterday shoved investiga- 
tion of the former Northwestern uni- 
versity student’s death into the back- 
ground again. 

The confession that he had invent- 
ed the yarn to get money to return 
to Chicago” was made by Rouw to 
Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 8. 
Wharton in Clifton, Ariz. Prosecutor 
Wharton was sent to Arizona by 
State’s Attorney Crowe last Satutday 
when a telegram from Rouw stated 
he knew “all about the Mount mys- 
tery and could identify four, persons 
involved.” 


Finds Flaws in Story. 

When Prosecutor Wharton first 
listened to Rouw's story he noticed 
several discrepancies but kept still and 
let the traveling man do the talking. 
Each time the story was told a new 
change was made. 

Rouw stated he was riding past the 
pier in Evanston on the night of Sept. 
22, 1921, and saw a group of college 
youths lowering the body of a boy 
through a hole in the pier. He was 
given $100 by one of the students, he 
said, to assure his silence on what he 
had observed. He also stated that he 
recognized in flve pictures shown him 
by Prosecutor Wharton the boys who 
were on the pier at that time. 

The statement was taken down by 4 
stenographer.’ Then, shortly after noon 
yesterday, Rouw was handed the state- 
ment and asked to sign it. He was in- 
formed that if it were not the truth 
he could be prosecuted for perjury. 


Balks at Signing It. 

“TI don't believe I will sign,” Rouw 
said, after a few minute’s reflection. 

“But you say it is the truth. You! 
will go with me back to Chicago and 
tell the grand jury what you have told 
here,” responded Mr, Wharton. 

“ Well, men, I guess I might as well 
admit that I Was lying,” finally came 
from Rouw. “I framed the story to 
get a free ride back to Chicago. 
all a hoax—all untrus” 

With that the man who had caused 
a flurry in the local state’s attorney’s 
office by his telegram walked out of the 
office where the interview was being 
held.

Young Beets. 


If you can get the beets of this sea- 
son fresh enough and small, you can 
cook them tops and all for a wonder- 
fully acceptable dish. They should be 
most thoroughly washed, thrown into 
boiling water for five minutes or 80, 
but not boiled too hard, then drained 
and rinsed with cold water before 
being put to cook again in boiling 
water, and gently cooked until the lit- 
tle beets are tender. 

Quickly grown beets and beets 
grown under the right conditions will 
cook in a much shorter time than 
those which have not been so well 
grown. They are not so fibrous and 
are not likely to have even a sugges 
tion of bitterness.
